This  ftratagem  had  the.  defired  effect .  tor 

at  five  o’  the  clock,  the  murder  was  not  cer- 
tainly  known,  even  in  the  ftreetwhere  it  hap¬ 
pened,  or  any  other  part  of  Pans,  except  the 
Lcuvre.  Thither  the  princes,  peers,  coun- 
fellors  of  parliaments,  and  the  great  officers, 
repaired  to  attend  their  young  king,  Lewis 
XIII.  then  fcarce  nine  years  of  age  ;  whofe 
mother,  the  queen,  was  that  night  declared 
resent  The  lieutenant  civil  and  provoft,  by 
orders 'from  court,  fecured  all  the  city  gates 
and  keys  ;  raifed  their  officers  ;  and  took  every 
method  to  prevent  mobs  and  disorders.  1  he 
guards  were  polled  in  proper  places ;  and  all 
precautions  taken  to  preferve  and  fecure  the 

*>U  When  it  was  known  all  over  Pans,  that 
the  king  was  dead,  that  mixture  of  hope  and 
fear,  which  till  then  had  kept  the  people  in 
fufpence,  burft  forth  in  loud  lamentations  and 
piercing  groans  of  forrow.

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He  acknowledged,  that  when  he  returned 
the  laft  time  to  Angouleme,  on  the  k\Vt  Sut  uj 
ient  he  made  his  confeflion  to  a  Franctfcan 
friar,  whofe  name,  he  faid,  he  did  not  know ; 
and  in  His  confeffion  told  the  voluntary  murder 
Beinv  defued  to  explain  what  he  meaned  by 
Bre  word  voluntary,  he  faU,  “  h.s  mean.ng 
was,  that  he  returned  into  this  city  with  an 
intention  to  murder  the  king,  which,  never- 
theleis,  he  did  not  tell  his  confefibr,  who  did 

not  defire  the  meaning  of  thofe ;w,ordp' ,  a 

He  confefled,  that  he  aiked  Le  I'tbau,  a 

Franciscan  friar,  “  Whether  if  was  af- 

faulted  with  a  temptation,  fuch  as  to  Kill  a 
king,  andfhould  confefs  it  to  the  penitentiary, 
he  fhould  be  under  a  neceflity  of  revealing  it  . 
tut  being  interrupted  by  another  friar,  he  could 
r,ot  know  the  friar’s  opinion  concerning 
cafe  that  he  put  to  him.  Being  told,  that 
he  did  not  fay  the  truth,  and  that  the  tr 
ACcan  had  made  him  an  anfwer,  and  being 
afc.  “  if  he  would  believe  the  Franctfcan 
if  he  owned  its”  he  faid,  “  that  he  would 
not  believe  him  ;  but  that  it  was  his  opinion, 
that  if  the  friar  had  given  him  an  amwer,  it 
that  he  ought  to  reveal  his  imagination 
but  he  was  interrupted,  and  therefore  would 
not  crive  him  an  anlwer  ;  neither  did  he,  the 
accufed,  propofe  the  queftion  to  him,  as  if  h 
was  the  man,  who  had  the  temptation,  but 
general,  as  if  it  fhould  happen  to  any  man 
leimt  confronted  with  fathe. .James  D  Ju 
Many,  "prieft  of  the  college  of  JefmU  (whom 
he  had  mentioned  before,  in  h.s  anfwers  to .  he 
interrogatories),  he  “  acknowledged,  thatthe 
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S  S  Y^'Pc  Wa$  the  perfon  whom  he 

d  heard  fay  mals  fometime  after  laft  Chri/l- 
TS\'n.  thelr  church  in  St.  Anthony’s  ftreet  • 

thf  h^VUlg^e£n  t,°ld  he  was  the  friend  of  fa* 

ther  Mary  Magdalen  the  Feuillant  or  Bernar- 
dm,  he  went  to  feek  him,  to  intreat  him  to 
piocure  his  admiflion  into  that  order;  that  af¬ 
ter  mafs  was  over,  he  fpoke  to  him  bv  the 
means  of  a  Jay-brother,  and  declared  to  him, 
that  he  had  great  vifions  and  imaginations,  im¬ 
porting,  that  the  king  ought  to  reduce  the  fol¬ 
lowers  of  the  pretended  reformation ;  and  that 
e  the  wed  the  faid  D’  Aubigny  a  little  knife, 
tv  ereon  was  a  heart  and  a  crols ;  believing, 
that  the  king  ought  to  bring  back  the  follow¬ 
ers  ot  the  pretended  reformation  to  the  catho- 
lie  and  roman  church. ” 

The  faid  D' Aubigny  replied,  “  that  all  this 
was  ralfe,  and  that  he  had  never  feen  the  faid 
RavaillacA . 


The  faid  Ravaillac  anfwered,  <c  by  the  fame 
token  you  gave  me  a  penny,  which  you  afked 
of  one  that  was  near  you.” 

To  this  the  faid  D'  Aubigny  anfwered,  <c  that 
the  prifoner  was  a  very  bad  map;  and  after 
having  committed  fo  wicked  an  a&ion,  he  had 
11ns  enough  to  anfwer  for,  without  being  the 
caufe  of  a  hundred  thoufand  others,  which 
might  be  committed.” 

Ravaillac  declared,  «  that  fee  had  fpoke  to 
the  faid  D'  Aubigny  ;  that  he  went  to  look  for 
him  when  he  came  out  of  the  Louvre ,  and 
told  him  that  he  had  temptations;  and  that 
when  he  was  in  prifon  (at  Aiigouleme  for  debt) 
making  his  meditations,  by  permi/Iion  of 
.  _  B  5  father 


\ 
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father  Mary  Magdalen ,  his  hands  and  feet  fent 
forth  a  ftench  of  fulphur  and  fire ;  which  were 
proofs  of  the  exiftence  of  a  purgatory,  contra¬ 
ry  to  the  erroneous  opinion  of  heretics  ;  that 
he  had  vifions  of  the  facred  hofts  on  each  fide 
of  his  face,  having  before  fung  the  pfalms  of 
David ;  and  in  a  word,  that  he  had  related  all 
thofe  circumftances  to  him :  and  that  the  faid 
D’Aubigny  faid  to  him,  in  anfwer,  that  he, 
the  faid  Ravaillac ,  ought  to  apply  to  fome 
great  men  to  admonifh  the  king  ;  however 
fince  he  had  not  done  it,  it  was  more  proper 
for  him  to  pray  to  God  ;  he  being  of  opinion, 
that  thofe  vifions  he  fpoke  of  were  merely  ima¬ 
ginary,  and  the  effects  of  a  difordered  brain, 
as  might  be  perceived  by  his  looks ;  that  he 
ought  to  eat  good  foup,  go  to  his  own  coun¬ 
try,  tell  his  beads,  and  pray  to  God.” 

D'Aubigny  replied;  “  that  thefe  were  all 
dreams  and  lies  ;  and  that  all  which  the  faid 
Ravaillac  had  depofed  againfi:  him  was  falfe.” 
But  Ravaillac  perfifted  in  his  anfwers,  and 
“  declared  that  they  were  true  *,  and  that  he 
had  only  feen  D'  Aubi gny  but  that  one  time.” 

Ravaillac ,  all  along,  at  his  trial,  and  when 
on  the  25th,  he  underwent  the  torture  of  Ge¬ 
neva ,  called  the  baratbe  or  heurriere ,  the  raofi 
violent  of  any,  conftantly  maintained,  that  no 
perfon  whatfoever  was  privy  to  his  defign  a- 
gainft  the  king’s  life  :  and  the  reafon  he  gave, 
“  why  he  did  not  declare  his  pernicious  inten¬ 
sion  to  priefts,  and  men  who  have  the  care  of 
fouls,  was,  that  he  was  well  allured  if  he  had 
difclofed  to  them  his  defign  of  killing  the  king, 
it  was  their  duty  to  feize  his  perfon,  and  put

him  into  the  hands  of  juftice,  fLnce  whenever 
the  public  is  concerned,  priefts  are  obliged  to 
reveal  all  confellions  ;  for  this  reafon  therefore 
he  would  not  open  himfelf  to  any  perfon, 
through  a  fear  that  he  might  be  punifhed  with 
death,  as  well  for  his  intention  of  killing  the 
king,  as  if  he  had  really  done  it,  for  which 
he  afked  pardon  of  God.” 

On  Thurfday  the  27th  of  May  1610,  the 
court,  in  the  chamber  de  la  JBeuvette ,  con- 
fitting  of  the  great  chambers  of  the  Tcurnelle 
and  the  Edidty  having  feen  the  criminal  pro¬ 
ceedings  formed  by  the  commiilioners,  at  the 
requitltion  of  the  king’s  attorney- general ,  a- 
gaintl  Francis  Ravaillacy  as  alfo  the  informa¬ 
tion  made  again#  him,  .  the  interrogatories, 
confeffions,  anfwers,  and  crofs  examinations 
of  the  witnefles,  and  the  Itate  of  the  cafe  by 
the  king’s  attorney-general  ;  and  the  faid  Ra - 
'vmIm c  having  been  heard  and  examined  by  the 
faid  court,  touching  the  matters  laid  to  his 
charge  5  and  touching  the  verbal  procefs  of 
the  interrogatories  adminiftered  to  him  on  the 
rack,  which,  by  order  of  the  faid  court,  he 
underwent  on  the  25th  of  that  month,  for  the 
difcovery  of  his  accomplices  :  on  the  conflder- 
ation  of  the  whole, 

faid  court  declared  the  faid  Ravaillac 
duly  attainted  of  the  crime  of  high-treafon  y 
divine  and  human,  in  the  higheft  degree,  for 
the  moft  wicked,  mo#  abominable,  and  moft 
deteftable  parricide,  committed  on  the  perfon 

°uT^e  k^ne>5  Henry  IV.  of  good  and  laud¬ 
able  memory  \  for  reparation  whereof,  the 
court  condemned  him  to  make  the  amende  ho-

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norable,  before  the  principal  gate  of  the  church 
of  Paris ,  whither  he  fhould  be  carried  and 
drawn  in  a  tumbril  in  his  fhirt,  bearing  a 
lighted  torch  of  two  pounds  weight,  and  that 
he  fhould  there  fay  and  declare,  that  wicked¬ 
ly  and  traiteroufly  he  had  committed  the  afore- 
faid  moft  wicked,  moft  abominable,  and  moft: 
deteftable  parricide,  and  murdered  the  faid 
lord  the  king,  by  ftabbing  him  twice  in  the 
body  with  a  knife  ;  that  he  repented  of  the 
fame,  and  begged  pardon  of  God,  the  king, 
and  the  laws  :  from  thence  he  fhould  be  car¬ 
ried  to  the  Greve ,  and,  on  a  fcaffold  to  be 
there  eredied,  the  flefh  fhould  be  torn  with 
red-hot  pincers  from  his  breafts,  his  arms, 
and  thighs,  and  the  calves  of  his  legs ;  his 
right  hand,  holding  the  knife  wherewith  he 
had  committed  the  aforefaid  parricide,  fhould 
be  fcorched  and  burnt  with  flaming  brimftone  ; 
and  on  the  places  where  the  flefh  was  torn 
with  pincers,  melted  lead,  boiling  oil,  fcald- 
ing  pitch,  with  wax  and  brimftone  melted  to¬ 
gether,  fhould  be  poured :  after  that,  he 
fhould  be  torn  in  pieces  by  four  horfes,  his 
limbs  and  body  burnt  to  afhes,  and  difperfed 
in  the  air.  His  goods  and  chattels  were  alfo 
declared  to  be  forfeited  and  confifcated  to  the 
king.  And  it  was  further  ordained,  that  the 
houfe,  in  which  he  was  born,  fhould  be  pulled 
down  to  the  ground  (the  owner  thereof  being 
previoufly  indemnified),  and  that  no  other 
building  fhould  ever  thereafter  be  eredted  on 
the  foundation  thereof :  and  that  within  fif¬ 
teen  days  after  the  publication  of  this  fen- 
ten  ce,  his  father  and  mother  fhould,  by  found 
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of  trumpet  and  public  proclamation  in  the 
city  of  Augouleme ,  be  banifhed  out  of  the 
kingdom,  and  forbid  ever  to  return,  under  the 
penalty  of  being  hanged  and  ftrangled,  with¬ 
out  any  farther  form  or  procefs  at  law.  The 
court  did  alfo  forbid  his  brothers,  filters,  un¬ 
cles,  and  others,  from  that  time  to  bear  the 
name  of  Ravaillac ,  enjoining  them  to  chano-e 
it  to  fome  other,  under  the  like  penalties’; 
and  ordering  the  fubftitute  of  the  king’s 
attorney-general  to  caufe  this  fentence  to  be 
publilhed  and  carried  into  execution,  un¬ 
der  the  pain  of  being  anfwerable  for  the  fame  ; 
and  before  the  execution  thereof,  the  court  or¬ 
dered,  that  the  faid  Ravaillac  Ihould  again  un¬ 
dergo  the  torture,  for  the  difcovery  of  his  ac¬ 
complices.” 

After  this  fentence  was  pronounced,  Ra¬ 
vaillac  was  exhorted  to  redeem  himfelf  from 
the  torture,  by  an  ingenuous  difcovery  of  his 
prompters,  abetters,  and  accomplices  in  his 
parricide,  and  of  thofe  to  whom  he  had  com¬ 
municated  his  intention  of  committing  it.

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When  the  firft  wedge  was  driving,,  he  cried 
out,  “  God  have  mercy  upon  my  foul,  and 
pardon  the  crime  I  have  committed  j  I  never 
difclofed  my  intention  to  any  one.” 

When  the  executioner  began  to  drive  the 
fecond  wedge,  Ravaillac ,  with  loud  cries  and 
fhrieks,  /aid,  “  I  am  a  finner,  I  know  no 
more  than  I  have  declared,  by  the  oath  i  have 
taken,  and  by  the  truth  which  I  owe  to  God 
and  the  court :  all  I  have  faid  was  to  the  little 
Francifcatiy  which  I  have  already  declared  :  I 
never  mentioned  my  defign  in  confeffion,  or  in 
any  other  way  :  I  never  fpoke  of  it  to  the  vi- 
fitor  of  Angoulemey  nor  revealed  it  in  confef¬ 
fion  in  this  city.  I  befeech  the  court  not  to 
drive  my  foul  to  defpair.”  And  as  the  wedge 
was  driving  through,  lie  cried  out,  “  my 
God,  receive  this  penance  as  an  expiation  for 
the  great  crimes  I  have  committed  in  this 
world:  OGod!  accept  thefe  torments  in  fa- 
tisfa&ion  for  my  fins.  By  the  faith  I  owe  to 
God,  I  know  no  more  than  what  I  have  de¬ 
clared.  Oh !  do  not  drive  my  foul  to  defpair.” 

At  driving  the  third  wedge  lower,  near  his 
feet,  an  univerfal  fweat  covered  his  body,  and 
he  fainted  away  :  and  being  quite  fpeechlefs, 
and  uncapable  of  fwallowing  f6me  wine  forced 
into  his  mouth  by  the  executioner,  he  was  re- 
leafed  from  the  Brodequin ,  and  had  water 
thrown  upon  his  face  and  hands..  After  he 
had,  fome  wine  forced  down  his  throat,  he  re¬ 
covered  his  fpeech,  and  was  laid  upon  a  ma- 
trafs.  When  he  had  recovered  his  ftrength, 
he  was  conduced,  to  the  chapel  by  the  execu¬ 
tioner,  where  he  dined.  Here,  being  admo- 

niihed 
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niflied  to  think  of  his  falvation,  and  confefs 
by  whom  he  he  had  been  prompted,  perfuaded 
and  abetted  to  commit  the  parricide,  which  he 
had  fo  long  refolved  on,  he  faid,  in  the  pre¬ 
fence  of  Meffieurs  Fillemafqs  and  Gamacbes * 
two  do&ors  of  the  Sorbonne,  and  the  clerk  of 
the  court,  “  that  if  he  had  known  more  than 
what  he  had  declared  to  the  court,  he  would 
not  have  concealed  it,  well  knowing,  that  in 
this  cafe  he  could  not  have  the  meity  of  God, 
which  he  hoped  for  and  expe&ed  ;.'  and  that  he 
would  not  have  endured  the  torments  he  had 
done,1?  if  had  any  farther  confeffion  to  make. 
He  likewife  faid,  he  acknowledged  that  he 
had  committed  a  great  crime,  to  which  he 
had  been  incited  by  the  temptation  of  the 
devil ;  that  he  entreated  the  king,  the  queen

When  he  was  on  his  trial,  Damiens  alledg- 
ed,  that,  when  Belot  fignified  to  him  the  ufe 
that  might  be  made  of  this  note  againft  the 
perions  whofe  names  he  had  given  in  it,  he 
was  anxious  to  have  it  again,  to  burn  it.  He 
ikewife  complained  of  Belot's  importuning 
him  to  di&ate  the  letter  to  the  king.  But, 
every  perfon,  who  is  not  a  favourer  of  execra¬ 
ble  regicides,  will  allow  that  Belot ,  in  per- 
fuading  the  criminal,  without  fuggeftinp-  the 
impeaching  of  innocent  perfons,  to.  name  his 
abettors,  of  what  rank  fover,  did  no  more 
than  became  a  faithful  fervant  and  good  fub- 
jecr  ;  and  that  if  Damiens  gave  a  falfe  lift,  as 
it  really  was,  or  wrong  information  in  the 
letter*  to  the  king,  Belot  was  not  to  blame, 
but  only  Damiens ,  who  at  his  trial,  even 
though  upon  oath,  feems  to  have  had  very  lit¬ 
tle  regard  to  truth^  and  to-. have-  prevaricated

The  king  having  thought  proper  to  have 

Damiens  tried  by  the  parliament  of  in- 

ftead  of  the  Provoftfhip  of  l  erf  allies  (whole 
proceedings  in  the  caufe  carried  on  before  them, 
his  majefty  ratified)  the  criminal  was  removed 
from  the  jail  of  V erf  allies,  where  he  had  made 
fome  attempts  to  kill  himfelf,  in  the  evening 
of  the  17th  of  January,  the  coach  he  was  in 
beino-  well  guarded,  and  the  road  fecured  bv 
numerous  patroles.  He  arrived,  about  two  o 
the  clock  in  the  morning  of  Puefclay  the _ibth 
Of  January  1757,  at  the  Conciergene  in  Pans, 
from  the  gate  6f  which,  there  were  centinels 
placed  within,  all  along  to  the  court  where 
the  tower  of  Montgomery  ftands,  at  the  bottom 
of  which  was  a  guard  of  twelve  foldiers,  to 
relieve  the  centinels  within.  Guards  were 
likewife  placed  on  the  ftairs  of  Montgomery  s 

tower,  at  proper  diftances. 

When  Damiens  was  taken  out  of  the  coach, 
which  brought  him  from  the  town-prifon  of 
Ver failles ,  he  was  wrapped  up  in  a  hammock, 
made  on  purpofe,  to  prevent  his  dafhing  his 
head  againftthe  walls  of  the  narrow  ftairs lead¬ 
ing  up  te>  his  room  :  which,  was  on  the  nrit 
floor,  circular,  and  about  twelve  feet  in  di¬ 
ameter  5  with  only  two  windows,  like  the 
cafemates  of  a  fortification,  much  wider  on 
the  outfide  than  the  infide,  their  breadth  with¬ 
in  not  being  above  nine  inches,  and  tneir 
height  three  feet ;  and  without  any  thing,  be- 
fidcs  double  iron  bars,  to  keep  out  the  weather, 

but  oiled-paper  upon  moveable  cajements. 

Though 
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Though  this  room  had  neither  chimney  nor 
fire,  yet  it  received  heat  enough  from  a  ftove 
in  the  guard-room  below,  and  by  the  conftant 
burning  of  candles  ;  which 'at  firft  were  tallow, 
but  afterwards,  by  the  advice  of  the  phyfici- 
ans,  they  were,  for  the  benefit  of  a  pure  air, 
left  off,  and  wax  ones  burned  in  their  ftead. 

Damiens' s  bed  was  placed  on  a  bedftead 
elevated  about  fix  inches  above  the  floor,  with 
matrefies  round,  fo  as  to  project  fix  inches  over 
the  bedhead.  The  head  of  the  bed  was  from 
fide  to  fide  raifed  three  feet  higher  than  the 
boltter,  being  likewife  for  the  greater  fecurity 
matrefled ;  and  could  by  fprings  be  raifed  or 
lowered,  as  his  convenience  required.  The 
bed  exadfly  fronted  the  door,  with  the  head  at 
the  diflance  of  three  feet  from  the  wail  behind 
it.  Upon  this  bed  he  was  fattened  by  ttrong 
leather  ttr'aps,  properly  placed  on  ‘different  parts 
of  his  body,  with  their  ends  tied  to  iron  rings 
fixed  in  the  floor  at  the  fides,  the  head  and 
feet  of  his  bed,  as' their  feveral  ufes  diredfed  : 
jfo  that  he  could  not  move  his  arms  and  hands, 
but  towards  his  mouth,  or  any  other  part  with¬ 
out  afliftance.  To  prevent  an  inflammation, 
or  rubbing  off  his  fkin,  he  had  a  large  piece 
of  leather  laid  under  his  arms,  and  other  parts, 
where  it  was  thought  neceflary. 

>  his  greater  fecurity,  twelve  of  the  moft 
difereet  and  prudent  ferjeants,  belonging  to 
the  regiment  of  French  guards,  were  picked  out 
to  be  with  him  in  his  room,  by  four  at  a  time, 
to  be  fucceffively  relieved  every  four  hours,  by 
four  others,  both  day  and  night.  The  eight. 
When  not  on  duty  in  the  room  with  Damiensy 
Were  potted  in  an  apartment  immediately  above 
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Ms,  to  be  ready  on  any  occafion  with  their  a- 
ffiftance..  They  were  never  allowed  to  go-out 
of  Montgomerys- tower,  but  when  they  went 
with  the  prifoner  ;  and  they  only,  and  the  offi¬ 
cer  of  the  guard,  which  was  relieved  daily, 
(befides  the  phyfician  and  furgeon,  and  the  four 
private  foldiers)  were  the  only  perfons  permit¬ 
ted  to  fpeak  to  him.  And  even  thofe  were  cau¬ 
tioned,  that  it  would  be  better  to  hear  him  than' 
to  converfe  with  him.  There  were  likewife 
four  private  foldiers,  juft  mentioned,  who  per¬ 
formed  the  office  of  nurfes  ;  and  who  never 
went  out  of  Montgomery' s- tower,  but  with  the 
prifoner ;  and  had  no  correfpondence  with  any 

but  the  twelve  ferjeants. 

Mr.  Boyer ,  »a  phyfician,  and  Mr.  Foubert ,  a 
furgeon,  each  of  them  in  their  bufinefs  ordi¬ 
naries  of  the  parliament,  were  appointed  to 
take  care  of  his  health  ;  and  accordingly  vifit- 
ed  him  three  times  a  day,  dreffed  his  wounds, 
and  every  morning  reported  his  condition  to 
the  firft  prefident  of  the  parliament. 

His  victuals  were  dreffed  by  an  officer  of 
the  kitchen,  according  to  the  phyfician’s  pre- 
fcription  ;  and  a  furgeon,  who  was  conftantly 
kept  in  the  Conciergerie  all  the  time  Damiens 
was  there,  always  tafted  what  was  prepared 
for  Damiens ,  before  he  touched  it. 

Such  were  his  circumftances  the  firft  day  of 
his  arrival  at  the  Conciergerie ,  when  the  com- 
miffioners  of  the  parliament  of  Paris  came  to 
examine  him  for  the  firft  time.  The  proof  a- 
gainft  Damiens  was  clear  enough  to  convnft 
him  :  but  as  it  looked  very  improbable,  that  he 
would  have  undertaken  what  he  attempted  to 
execute,  without  accomplices  of  higher  rank,.

ritorious  to  kill  the  king  ?

Damiens ,  at  feven  o’clock  in  the  morning 
of  Monday, ,  the  28th  of  March  1757,  was 
carried  up,  in  his  hammock,  to  the  torture- 
room  :  at  which  time  the  French- guards  yield¬ 
ed  up  their  charge  of  the  prifoner,  according 
to  cuftom  on  fuch  an  occafion,  to  the  lieute¬ 
nant  of  the  fhort-robe  5  whole  office  pretty 
much  refembles  that  of  Sheriff  in  England, ,  at 
executions. 

Then  the  recorder  read  the  fentence  of  the 
court ;  which  Damiens  heard  without  fhewing 
any  emotion  ;  and,  on  raifing  himfelf,  faid, 
this  day  will  be  a  Jharp  one. 

A  little  before  eight  o’clock,  the  criminal 
was  placed  on  the  ffool  of  examination ;  and 
foi  near  an  hour  and  a  half,  was  queftioned 
by  fix  commiffioners  of  the  parliament,  con¬ 
cerning  his  accomplices,  and  earnehly  exhort¬ 
ed  to  redeem  himfelf  from  the  torture,  by  de¬ 
claring  the  truth,  and  making  a  full  difcovery  :

"  That'the  numbnefs,  occafioned  by  the  vio¬ 
lent  compreffion  of  the  cords,  might  wear  oft, 
and  he  fully  recover  his  fenfe  of  feeling,  half 

an  hour  elapfed,  before  rite  firft  wedge  was  ap¬ 
plied  :  at  the  driving  ot  which,  he  cried  m 
dreadfully.  During  the  operation,  the  hrit 
present  queftioned  him  about  his  accomplices . 
and  having  afted,  who  incited  him,  Damiens 
cried  out,  it  is  Guatier.  Being  interrogated, 
told  who  Guatier  was,  and  alfo  his  abode  ;  and 
accufed  him  of  having  ufed  very  criminal  ex- 
preffions  before  Mr.  le  Maitr, ,  de  Fern  res 
whofe  affairs  Gautier  managed,  and  lodged  at 
his  houfe.  Their  expeaations  of  the  long 
wifhed-for  difeovery  feemed  then  to  be  on  the 

point  of  being  fully  gratified. 

The  commiffioners  then  ordered  tne  lieutc 

pant  of  the  flrort-robe  to  go  and  bring  the  gen¬ 
tlemen  immediately  before  them  in  that  room. 

In  the  mean  time,  the  torture  continued, 
with  the  intermiffion  of  a  quarter  ot  an  hour, 
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before  the  application  of  a  frelh  wedge,  every 
one  of  which  made  Damiens  renew  his  lhrieks  • 
the  molt  preifing  queftions  and  earneft  exhor- 
tations  all  the  while  being  put  to  him  to  dif- 
coter  tne  whole.  At  driving  the  eight  and  Jaft 
wedge,  Damiens  cried  out,  “Why  had  I  fo 
weak  a  head  the  kihg  being  fo  mild  and  good 
a  prince  ?  W  nen  he  had  been  two  hours  and 
an  half  under  the  torture,  the  phyfician  and 
lurgeon  declaring  that  he  could  not  longer  bear 
it  without  danger  of  his  life,  he  was  untied, 
and  laid  upon  a  matrefs  ;  where  he  periifted

Thefe  two  gentlemen  came  in  fhort  time, 
leperately,  after  Damiens  was  freed  from  the 
Jdrodquin. 

Guatier  came  hrft ;  with  the  countenance 
lot  an  innocent  man  unjuftly  accufed :  and 
when  he  heard  the  accufation  made  againft  him 
|by  Damiens ,  he  was  quite  aftonifhed.  He 
denied  the  whole  j  and  Damiens  as  pohtively 
maintained  it :  upon  which  the  commiflioners 
|(ent  Guatier  to  prifon. 

Y  ^en  Mr.  le  Adaitre  de  Ferrieres  appeared,  , 
imd  heard  Damiens' s  charge  againft  him,  he 
|^as  quite  {hocked  at  it,  but  behaved  with  de¬ 
corum  and  modefty.  When  confronted  with 
Oamiens ,  he  denied  his  having  been  prefent  at 
he  words  all  edged  to  have  been  fpoken  by  Gua- 
lfer:  and  Damiens  not  being  very  pofitive, 
dr.  le  Adaitre  de  Ferrieres  was  difmilted. 

Damiens  having  afked  liberty  to  fee  the  cu- 
ate  of  St.  P aul  again,  he  was  fent  for  :  and 
eiiig  come,  the  commiflioners  with  drew. 

He 
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He  {laid  with  Damiens  in  the  torture-room  near 
an  hour  :  after  which  the  criminal  was  carried 
down  to  the  chapel;  where  Mr .  Gueret  left 
him  to  the  care  of  Mr.  de  Marcilly ,  another 
dodlor  of  the  Sorbonne ,  a  man  of  experienced 
zeal  on  fuch  occafions.  After  the  curate  of 
St.  Paul  h'ad  been  gone  about  an  hour,  he  re¬ 
turned  to  the  Cornier gerie ;  where  thofe  two 
divines  ufed  their  utmoft  endeavours, .  in  their 
capacity  as  clergymen,  to  make  Damiens  fen- 
fible  of  the  heinoufnefs  of  his  crime,  and  the 
difmal  date  in  the  next  world  of  thofe  who  die 
obflinately  in  their  guilt;  efpecially  of  fuch  a 
heinous  nature  as  his  was,  for  which  his  lutter- 
ina  would  be  but  a  fmall  atonement,  as.  the 
royal  family  and  kingdom  could  not  be  faid  to 
be  fafe,  whilft  the  affociates  in  his  horrid  at¬ 
tempt  were  undifcovered. 

How  far  the  pious  endeavours  of  Mr.  G ue- 
yet  fingly,  or  his  and  Mr.  de  Marcilly  s  jointly, 
were  effedual,  Damiens’ s  own  behaviour  is  the 
foie  criterion. 

However,  after  he  had  for  about  three  hours, 
the  fpiritual  advice  and  exhortation,  either  to¬ 
gether  or  feparately,  of  thofe  two  pious  divines, 
dodtors  of  the  Sorbonne- college  (which  has  a*- 
ferted  the  prerogative  of  princes,  better  than 
any  fociety  in  the  church  of  Rome ,  and  great¬ 
ly  beyond  what  is  taught,  and  has  been  prac- 
tifed,  amongft  the  fedaries  from  the  church  of 
England )  notice  was  given  to  the  commiffion- 
ers,  when  it  was  near  three  of  the  clock  in  j

in  order  by  that  means  the  more  eafily  to 
iecure  the  moft  fatal  purpofe  of  that  favace

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and  facrilegious  infult ;  and  on  the  offer  hand, 
that  this  was  the  fecond  of  the  miraculous 
works  of  the  Divine  Omnipotence,  that 
nieht,  for  the  common  benefit  of  the  ror- 
tuguefe  realms  and  dominions  :  for  it  cannot 
be  in  the  common  order  of  events,  nor  can 
it  be  any  ways  afcribed  to  the  cafualty  of 
accidental  occurrences,  that  two  charges  of 
fluo-s,  fired  out  of  fuch  pieces,  fhould  make 
their  way  through  the  narrow  fpace  of  a 
carriage,  without  totally  and  abfoiutely  de- 
flroying  the  perfons  in  fuch  a  vehicle :  and 
this  is  a  felf-evident  proof,  that  only  the  arm 
of  the  Almighty  could  have  the  power  to  turn

Thefe  fathers  had  fucceeded  in  this  great 
enterprize  under  the  fan.6Iified  pretence  of 
the  converfion  of  fouls ;  and  making  ufe, 
diredbly  or  indire&ly,  of  other  means,  no  lefs 
plaufible  than  artful,  they  laid  down  the  fol¬ 
lowing  regulations,  as  the  bafts  and  effential 
foundation  of  their  clandeftine  ufurpation. 

The  firft  was  not  to  fufFer  any  bifhops,  go¬ 
vernors,  or  other  minifters,  or  officers,  what- 
foever,  whether  ecclefiaftical  or  fecular,  to  fet 
foot  in  thefe  countries :  they  even  extended 
this  prohibition  to  private  perfons,  natives 
of  Spain,  with  a  view  to  keep  every  thing  im¬ 
penetrably  fecret  that  paffed  in  that  country.

white  men  fhould  ever  enter  their  territories,  . 
they  would  deftroy  all  with  fire  and  fword  ; 
that  they  would  begin  by  deftroy ing  the  altars, 
and  afterwards  they  would  put  their  wives  and 

children  to  death.  # 

In  confequence  of  thefe  notions,  they  have 
made  thefe  Indians  look  upon  it  as  their  euen- 
tial  duty  to  bear  an  implacable  hatred  to  the 
white  ieculars,  to  be  indefatigably  induftrious 
to  fearch  for  them,  in  order  to  kill  them,  and  , 
to  put  them  to  death  witnout  mercy  where- 
ever  they  can  meet  with  them,  always  taking 
care  to  cut  off  their  heads,  to  prevent  their 
coming  to  life  again ;  the  Jejuits  making, 
them  believe,  that  otherwife  they  would  rile 

again  by  diabolical  art.  r  , 

At  the  fame  time  they  inftruaed  thefe  In -  - 
Sans  in  the  exercife  of  arms..  They  intro¬ 
duced  artillery  amongft  them,  and  engineers  ■ 
difguifed  under  the  habit  of  priefts,  \n  order  1 
to  form  camps,  and  fortify  difficult  paffes,  as 
is  done  in  Europe.  In  confequence  of  all 
thefe  pernicious  precautions,  we  have  feen  a 
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war  kindled  and  fupported  by  thefe  fathers 
againd  the  two  crowns. 

When  the  troops  of  the  two  kings  were 
ready  to  march  in  the  year  2752^0  make  an 
exchange  of  the  villages  on  the  eaft  fide  of 
the  river  Uraguay,  and  the  colony  of  St. 
u acr ament ^  the  Jefuits  impofed  upon  the  two 
courts,  by  praying  that  proper  time  might  be 
allowed  the  Indians  of  thofe  villages  to  gather 
m  the  fruits  of  the  earth,  and  remove  to  the 
new  habitations  affigned  them.  This  delay 
be!np,  Slanted  by  the  two  kings,  the  event 
quickly  fhewed  the  fathers  had  petitioned  for 

01l  y,}°  time  to  arm,  and  to  confirm 
the  Indians  in  the  revolt  which  they  had  ftirred 
up,,  and  which  they  took  advantage  of,  to 
maintain  their  ufurpation  of  the  country. 

No  room,  being  left  for  any  farther  pretext 
the  commiflaries  of  the  two  courts  refolved 
to  advance  into  the  country,  in  order  to  ex¬ 
ecute  the  exchange  agreed  on.  They  ex* 
pedted  that  every  thing  would  pafs  with  the ' 
greateirnncerity  and  qidetnefs  ;  but  they  found 
10  much  oppofition,  that  Gomez  Freira  D'Ari- 
drada,  the  Portuguefe  general,  expreifed  hi  oi¬ 
led  in  the  following  terms,  in  a  letter  to  the 
marquifs  de  Valdelirios ,  the  Spanijb  genera] 
dated  the  24th  of  March ,  1753.  «  your  ex! 

cellency,  if  I  am  not  much  deceived,  will  be 
fully  convinced,  both  by  the  letters  and  ad- 
toces  you  have  received,  and  by  the  arrival  of 
tzthzr  Jltamrano,  [not  a  Jefuit,  but  the  Ca- 
t  ohi  kino  s  commiflaiyj  that  the  fathers  of

the  fociety  are  a&ual  rebels.  If  their  holy  fa¬ 
thers,  as  they  are  called,  be  not  removed  from 
the  Indians ,  we  fhall  meet  with  nothing  but 
rebellion,  infolence,  and  contempt.-  “  " 
Thefe  things,  of  which  the  bare  mention 
hlls  one  with  horror,  we  are  now  certainly 
alTared  of,  by  the  -perfonal  knowlege  we 
have  had  of  them  in  this  campaign. 

The  rebellion  had  been'formally  declared 
in  the  month  of  February  before  Gomez  Fret- 
ra  wrote  in  this  manner..  All  the  people  of 
the  colony  had  revolted,  fo  that  fome  mili¬ 
tary  officers  going  to  the  poft  of  St.  Tbecta , 
on  the  affair  of  the  regulation  of  the  limits, 
in  hopes  that  every  thing  would  be  done 
peaceably,  found  there,  on  the  28th  of  Fe¬ 
bruary,  fome  Indians,  who  difputed  their  pal- 
fao-e.  The  officers  having  threatened  them. 
wfth  the  indignation  of  their  fovereign,  the 
rebels  made  anfwer,  44  That  the  king  was  at 
a  sreat  diffanee,  and  that  they  knew -no  body  .1 
bin  their  holy  father:”  which  obliged  the  de¬ 
tachments  that  followed  the  cotomiflari.es-, 
to  retire  to  Coloma  and  Montcvidio . 

The  two  principal  commiffaries,  Gomez 
Freira  d’Andrada  and  the  marquis  de  Vande- 
lirios,  being  alfo  thoroughly  undeceived,  had 
feveral  conferences  together  at  CaJULlos  and 
Martingaracia ,  in  the  months  of  September 
and  October,  and  to  the  end  of  thejear  1753,

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The  two  generals  had  agreed,  before  thefe 
orders  arrived,  to  join  their  forces  again  at 
Sanfio  Antonio  o  Velio ,  in  order  to  enter  the 
rebels  country,  and  reduce  them-  to  reason. 
The  two  armies  joined  accordingly  on  the 
1 6th  of  January  1756.  Having  decamped 
from  St.  Antonio ,  they  continued  their  march 
the  iff  of  February.  At  this  time  they  mi  led 
a  party  of  fixteen  Caftilian  foldiers,  who  had 
advanced  to  get  intelligence.  It  was  thought 
at  firft  that  they  had  deferted  ;  but  it  was 
foon  difcovered,'  that,  having  met  a  numer¬ 
ous  body  of  Indians ,  who  appeared  to  be  , 
friends,  they  were  invited  by  them,  with  a 
'white  flag  to  receive  fome  relreftiment ;  but 
they  had  no  fooner  gone  up  to  them,  than  , 
they  were  cruelly  maffacred,  and  flopped  or 
every  thing.  The  two  combined  armies  con¬ 
tinued  their  march,  and  were  conftantly  har-  , 
raffed  by  the  rebels  till  the  10th  of  February 
when  they  found  them  advantageoufly  en- , 
trenched  on  a  little  hill.  The  combined  ar-; 
rrty,  neverthelefs,  attacked  and  defeated  them, 
after  anobftinate  engagement,  in  which  twelve

7 

t,  Vle  Uv°  armies  being  at  length  arrived  at 
the  town  of  St.  Michael ,  on  the  16th  of  May 
round  tnere  a  fcene  of  horror,  which  Gomez 
Irma  reprefented  to  the  court  of  Liflon,  in 
11  letter  dated  June  26,  1756,  in  the  follow- 
ng  terms 

.  .  ^n^he  13th  and  14th  the  rain  was  very 
lolent,  but  not  fuiScient  to  quench  the  del 


vounnp- 
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vouring  flames  that  con  fumed  the  town.  On 
the  1 6th  we  got  up  to  it,  and  took  every  mea- 
fure  to  extinguifh  the  fire,  which  had  reduced 
many  fine  houiesto  alhes,  and  burnt  violent¬ 
ly  at  the  Sacrifty.  All  we  could  do  was  to 
fave  the  church  which  was  truly  magnificent; 
hut  we  could  not  prevent  the  outrages  wnicb 
the  rebels  had  committed  on  fome  images,  nor 
their  impiety  in  dellroying  even  the.  taber¬ 
nacle,  from  which  however  the  Jefuits  had 
removed  the  confecrated  veflels.  We  could 
not  enter  fuch  a  magnificent  church  without 
being  filled  with  aflonifhment  and  anguifh  at 
tire  profanations  we  beheld. 

“  This  night  the  general  fen't  the  governor 
of  Montevidicy  with  four  pieces  of  cannon, 
fix  hundred  Spaniards ,  and  two  hundred  Por- 
tuguefe  commanded  by  lieutenant-colonel  77-  i 
meyda ,  to  furprize  the  town  of  St.  Laurence, 
They  entered  it  at  day-break  without  being 
perceived,  and  found  in  it  a  confiderable  nuHi-  : 
ber  of  families,  and  three  Jefuits.  In  the: 
chamber  of  one  of  them,  father  Tedeo ,  a  mofti 
turbulent  man,  were  found  ieveral  papers  i 
that  gave  great  fight  into  the  rile  of  the  re¬ 
bellion.  A  fourth  Jefuits  who  was  the  mod 
mutinous  of  all,  and  had  animated  the  In¬ 
dians  to  hand  upon  their  defence,  retired  on 
our  approach,  beyond  the  mountains,  with 
the  inhabitants  of  St.  Michael ,  of  which  he

J  he  objef  t  of  thefe  (acrilegious  and  feditious 

papers  was  to  imprint  on  the  minds  of  thefe 

wretched  Indians  all  the  impoftures  they 

had  formerly  made  ufe  of  towards  them, 

and  to  fill  them  with  an  implacable  hatred 

of  all  the  Portuguefe  and  Spaniards,  and  to 

make  them  indifferent  about  the  means  they 

"Jed,  provided  they  obtained  their  ends. 


After 
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After  the  two  generals  had  forcibly  taken 
polfeftion  of  feven  villages  on  the  eaft  fide 
of  the  Uraguay ,  the  'Jefuits ,  who  ruled  there, 
forefaw  that  they  would  be  compelled  to 
make  their  fubmiffion ;  they  made  life,  ; 
however,  of  the  ftrangeft  fubterfuges  to 
evade  it. 

It  was  expecfled,  that,  feeing  themfelves 
wholly  overcome,  they  would  remember 
what  they  had  (aid  at  iirft,  that  the  delay 
they  had  afked  was  only  to  give  the  Indians 
time  to  remove  to  the  weft  fide  of  the  river 
Uraguay ,  and  fettle  there;  or,  at  leaft,  that 
they  would  alledge  they  had  done  all  in 
their  power  to  induce  them  to  it ;  but,  on 
the  contrary,  they  took  meafures,  that,  in 
fuch  circumftances,  could  never  have  been 
expedled. 

They  manifefted  the  moil  foolifh  auda-r 
cioufnefs  in  their  rebellion:  the  town  of  St.  : 
Nicholas  again  revolted  in  the  end  of  the 
year  .1756,  and  furprifed  and  flopped  a  body 
of  horfe  that  were  going  to  join  the  Spanijh  \ 
general ;  who  immediately  fent  thirteen 
hundred  troopers  to  chaftife  the  rebels. 
The  commander  of  this  detachment  engag¬ 
ed  them,  and  killed  a  captain  and  fome 
foldiers. 

Their  boldnefs  afterwards  was  fo  great 
and  reprehenfible,  that,  forgetting  all  that 
was  pad,  they  made  the  Indians^  whoefcaped 
from  the  engagement  juft  mentioned,  take

SZ  ,eatCed  /he  ?e°P'e  to  the  hardeft 
lavery,  and  yet  maue  them  believe,  that 

ey  were  moft  zealous  for  their  liberty 

and  not  only  got  polTeffion  of  all  their  lands’ 

and  their  produce,  but  alfo  applied  to  their 

own  profit  the  manual  labour  of  their  in- 

habitants;  allowing  them  only  what  was 

jarely  fufficient  to  fupport  life,  and  a  wretch- 

'd  covering  for  their  nakednefs. 
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To  ftrengthen  this  inhuman  and  infup- 
portable  defpotifm,  they  eftablifhed  in  this 
country  the  fame  maxim’s  which  they  prac- 
tife  in  the  fouthern  parts.  They  abfolutely 
forbid  the  Portuguefe  to  fet  foot  in  the  towns 
of  the  Indians ,  left  the  manners  of  the  latter, 
as  they  pretend,  fhould  be  corrupted.  They 
alfo  forbid  the  ufe  of  the  Portuguefe  language 
in  the  Indian  towns,  in  order  to  prevent  all 
correfpondence  between  thofe  Indians  and 
the  Whites  who  are  fubjedts  of  his  Aloji 
Faithful  Majefty. 

By  thefe  pernicious  maxims,  and  others 
of  the  fame  nature  already  mentioned,  thefe 
priefts  fupport  their  impious  ufurpation  of 
the  liberties  of  thefe  wretched  mortals  ; 
regardlefs  of  the  cenfures  fulminated  by  the 
bulls  of  the  popes  Paul  III.  and  Urban  VIII. 
and  ftill  more  regardlefs  of  the  laws  made 
in  the  reign  of  king  Don  Sebajlian ,  and  all 
his  fucceflors,  forbidding  the  making  Haves 
of  the  Indians . 

From  ufurping  the  liberties  of  the  Indians , 
they  proceeded  to  ufurp  the  agriculture  and 
trade  of  thofe  two  provinces,  notwithftand- 
ing  the  exprefs  prohibition  of  the  canon 
law,  and  the  formidable  apoftolic  confti- 
tutions  againft  the  trading  of  Regulars ,  and 
efpecially  of  miflionaries.  In  contempt  of 
thefe  facred  laws,  the  fathers  of  the  foiiety 
have  engrofted  all  the  trade  of  thofe  provin¬ 
ces  j  having  appropriated  to  themfelves,  by 
violence*  every  fort  of  trade,  even  that  of

of  Grand  Para ,  of  the  order  of  the  Preach¬ 
ing  or  Black  Friars ,  a  moft  zealous  and 
exemplary  prelate,  began  to  carry  the  pope  s 
bull  into  execution,  fo  great  an  opposition 
was  raifed  againft  him,  that  he  could  do 
nothing;  and  be  was  afraid  of  giving  notice 
of  this  fcandalous  difturbance  to  the  court 
of  Lifbon ,  left  it  fhould  make  a  fatal  lm- 
preflion  on  the  king’s  mind,  who  was  then 
labouring  under  the  malady  which  put  an 
end  to  his  days  on  the  31ft  of  July,  1750. 

Such  was  the  fituation  of  thofe  fathers  at 
Grand  Para  and  Maranho ,  when  his  prefent 
moft  faithful  majefty,  by  his  inftruaions, 
dated  April  30,  1753*  nominated  Franafco 
Xavier  de  Mendoza  Fuji  ado  (captain  general 
of  thefe  provinces)  to  be  his  principal  com- 
miftary  and  plenipotentiary  for  the  con¬ 
ferences  on  the  regulation  of  the  limits  in 
thofe  parts and  ordered  him  to  go  to  Rio 
Rfevro  or  Black-river ,  to  prepare  quarters,  * 
and  lay  up  provifions  for  his  catholic  ma- 
iefty’s  commiftaries,  and  proceed  with  them 
to  the  regulation  of  the  confines  in  the 
manner  preferibed  by  the  treaty. 

And  as  it  was  then  well  known  at  the 
court  of  Lifbon ,  that  the  fathers  of  the  fo-  b 
ciety  had  made  themfelves  abfolute  mafters  j 
of  the  liberty,  the  labour,  and  the  trade  of  [ 
the  Indians ,  and  that  nothing  could  be  done 
effectually  without  them,  fince  they  had 
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appropriated  to  themfelves  the  cultivation 
ot  the  lands,  and  all  the  trade-  hie  sl 

faithful  majefty  ordered  the  captain-gene'ral 
to  write  in  the  moft  preffing  manner3 to  the 
vice-provincials  in  Grand  °Para  and  Ma- 

TTr°  contr‘bute  their  utmoft,  with 

£ Jtr -,h fir  ftrvice>  to  accommo 

date  the  principal  commilTary  in  the  b eft 
manner,  on  his  journey  to  the  place  where 
the  conferences  were  to  be  held! 

ow  thofe  fathers  obeyed  this  order  we 
ft  all  now  fee.  On  the  one  hand,  thev 
flared  up  the  Indians  of  thofe  parts  where 
ihe  conferences  were  to  be  held,  and  made 
them  defert;  employing  for  this  fervice  the 
mfinuation  of  the  fathers  Antonio  Jofefib,  a 
Portuguese,  and  Roch  Hunderfmd,  {  Ger¬ 
man,  whom  they  had  previoufly  placed  in 
thofe  countries.  On  the  other  hand,  thev 

^"«her  fatber  of  fteir  fociety,  McmJel 
dos  Smites,  coufin  to  the  vice-provincial,  to 
e  fettlements  on  the  river  of  Javari,  to 
declare  war  againft  the  Monks  of  Our  Lad,

.Cf'mrnotlo'’s  ln  tlle  country,  that  it 
might  be  ruined,  and  rendered  uninhabit¬ 
able.  They  alfo  ftirred  up  the  Indians  of 
the  capital  of  Grand  Para  itfelf,  and  made 
them  leave  the  work  they  were  doing  for 
his  majefty  and  for  the  expedition  to  Rio 
Negro  or  Black-river.  They,  moreover,  in- 
fulted  his  Mojl  Faithful  majefty’s  minifters 

^  and 
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and  officers  in  all  parts  of  the  country* 
threatening  to  employ  all  the  credit  of  their 
fociety  againft  them  in  Portugal,  and  in¬ 
flating  the  people  to  moleft  and  obftruift 
them  in  the  execution  of  their  orders  j  and 
ufing;  every  method  to  perfuade  them  that 
they  (the  Jefuits)  claimed  no  more  than 
their  predecefTors  had  always  enjoyed,  in 
fliort,  they  unpeopled  the  fettlements  along 
Rio  Negro,  and  carried  off  all  the  bread,  and 
other  provifions,  from  thefe  and  feveral 
other  towns  ;  fo  that  neither  rowers  could 
be  found,  nor  provifions  for  the  troops  that 
were  to  march  to  the  place  of  the  confer¬ 
ences,  and  from  thence  to  the  frontiers 
where  the  limits  were  to  be  marked  out. 

Such  ftrange  behaviour,  the  truth  of  which 
was  unanimoufly  certified  by  letters  from  the  I, 
bifhop,  the  governor,  and  other  officers  ot  | 
the  province,  affuredly  merited  fevere  re-  b 
prehenfion.  But  his  Moft  Faithful  ma-  , 
lefty’s  clemency  gaining  the  afcendant,  and 
that  pious  monarch  hoping  that  the  excefs  , 
of  his  royal  goodnefs  would  cover  the 
'Jefuits  with  fhame,  and  induce  them  to  , 
change  their  condua,  his  majefty  contented  , 
himfelf  with  ordering  the  vice-provincial  of 
Grand  Para,  to  be  ferioufly  exhorted  to  put(1 
a  flop  to  thefe  diforders.  And  by  a  letter  .

“  Near  the  fortrefs  of  the  river  Tapajos 

is  a  very  populous  town  governed  by  the 
Jefuits  of  the  fociety.  Father  Joachim  de 
Carvalo  is  its  miffionary.  Yet  we  found  in 
it  very  few  people  \  and  eighteen  Indians 
having  deferted  here,  his  excellency  was 
obliged  to  fend  to  the  villages  of  Cumaru 
and ^Bobari^  on  the  fame  river,  for  others.  ^ 
In  fhort,  according  to  the  atteftation  in  this 
Journal,  no  lefs  than  one  hundred  and  fixty- 
five  Indians  deferted  during  the  voyage,  by  the

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providing  grain  for  meal ;  and  exprelly  for- 
bid  them  to  fell  any  to  the  whites,  as  ap¬ 
peared  by  whitt  pa{Ted  at  the  village  of  Ara - 
cur  a ,  one  of  thofe  which  are  governed  by 
the  Jefuits.  Some  foldiers  of  the  garrifon 
of  Macapa ,  who  came  there  on  purpofe 
to  buy  meal,  went  to  hear  mafs  on  Whit- 
funday.  After  mafs  was  over,  Manuel  Ri- 
beiro ,  the  miffionary,  fpoke  to  the  people  in 
their  own  language  (from  the  place  where 
others  are  wont  to  explain  the  holy  doctrines 
of  religion,  and  exhort  to  the  practice  of 
virtue)  and  forbid  them  to  fell  any  meal  to 
the  foldiers,  or  to  the  town  of  Macapay  on 
pain  of  being  feverely  punifhed. 

It  was  difcovered,  at  the  fame  time,  that 
thefe  priefls  had  committed  an  atrocious  a£t ' 
of  high  treafon,  in  arrogantly  afluming  to 
make  treaties  with  the  Indian  nations  de¬ 
pending  on  the  crown  of  Portugal ,  in  their 
own  name  and  by  their  own  authority, 
without  the  intervention  of  the  captain  ge¬ 
neral,  and  the  minifters  of  his  Mojl  Faithful 
majefty.  From  this  abominable  excels  they 
proceeded  to  another  Hill  more  horrible; 
for  they  ftipulated  as  a  condition  in  the  faid  * 
treaties,  that  they  fhould  have  the  fovereign 
dominion  over  thofe  Indians ,  to  the  ex- 
clufion  of  the  king  of  Portugal^ .  arid  his 
officers.  It  was  alfo  difcovered,  that  they 
had  obliged  thefe  favages  to  deteft  the  fecular 
white  men,  to  avoid  any  communication 
with  them,  and  to  contemn  the  orders 

i  *  '  of 
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of  the  governor,  and  the  members  of  the 
Hate. 

His  Moft Faithful  majefty  perceiving  from 
all  thefe  inconteftable  fads,  that  the  dif- 
orders  under  which  his  dominions  laboured 
in  thofe  parts,  were  fo  inveterate,  that  they 
required  the  moll  powerful  remedies,  fent 
oiders  to  the  bifhop  of  Grand  Para  to 
publifh,  without  lofs  of  time,  the  pope’s 
bull  of  Decetnb.  20,  1741,  which  declares 
all  the  aforefaid  Indians  to  be  free,  and 
pafies  fentence  of  excommunication  on  all 
who  pra&ife,  defend,  teach,  or  preach  the 
contrary.  His  majefty  alfo  publifhed,  on 
the  6th  and  7th  of  June,  1756,  two  laws, 
renewing  and  confirming  all  the  laws  and 
ordinances  of  his  auguft  predeceftors  in 
favour  of  the  liberties  of  the  Indians . 

He  alfo  commanded  the  captain-general 
of  thofe  parts,  fpeedily  and  faithfully,  to 
carry  into  execution  what  he  had,  in  con¬ 
cert  with  his  holinefs,  ordered  to  be  done 
in  this  matter. 

1  he  captain-general  being  abfent  when 
thefe  orders  arrived,  the  bifhop,  who  go¬ 
verned  in  his  room,  poftponed  the  .carry¬ 
ing  them  into  execution  till  he  ftiould 
return. 

But  the  fathers  of  the  Society ,  finding 
that,  contrary  to  their  expectation,  the 
governor  had  furmounted  all  the  difficulties 
that  attended  the  expedition  to  Rio  Negro , 
or  Black- river ,  had  recourfe  to  other  me- 

1  4  thods, 
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thods,  which  defeated  the  Prelate’s  circum-  i 
fpedtion  and  prudence. 

The  firft  was,  to  make  fome  even  of  the 
officers  revolt  againft  their  general ;  as  ap¬ 
pears  by  the  following  paffage  in  his  letter 
of  the  7th  of  July,  1 7 55*,  wherein,  after 
affigning  the  true  caufes  of  the  mutiny, 
he  fays, 

“  1'his  father  Alexio  Antoni 3,  obflinately 
periifting  in  the  fame  fentiment,  mixed  with 
fome  of  the  officers,  and,  under  the  pious 
pretext  of  caufing  them  perform  the  exer- 
cifes  of  St.  Ignatius  Loyola ,  Founder  of  the 
' Jefuits ,  kept  them  in  the  college  at  his 
devotion.  And  he  and  his  brethern  per- 
fuaded  them  that  I  marched  from  Para 
without  his  majefty’s  orders ;  and,  that  I 
had,  of  my  my  own  authority,  expofed  my 
people  in  the  woods,  in  which,  befides  a 
thoufand  other  inconveniencies  fcarce  fup-  1 
portable,  they  muft  in  a  little  time  have  ! 
died  of  hunger ;  and  ail  this  becaufe  I 
would  have  it  fo ;  fince  the  regulation  of 
the  limits  neither  could  nor  would  ever 
take  place.” 

This  pra£!ice  of  debauching  the  officers 
is  proved  by  feveral  other  letters,  containing 
a  recital  of  many  other  underhand  meafures 
taken  by  them  to  fow  fedition  among  the 
regular  troops. 

From  artifice  thefe  Jefuit  Fathers  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  open  force,  which  they  have  em¬ 
ployed  to  fupfort  themfeives  in  thofe  can¬ 
tons, 
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tons,  in  the  fame  manner  as  their  Stani/h 
rethren  have  done  on  the  northern  fron¬ 
tiers.  In  the  month  of  January  17-6 
they  had  built  a  city  called  Borba  \ 'a  £va\

I  hGie  two  publications  were  made  with 
he  ufual  folemmty,  on  the  28th  of  January,, 
nd  28th  and  29th  o  f  May,  of  the  year  17C7 
p  the  great  fatisfa&ion  of  the  inhabitants 
f  the  capital,  who  hoped  that  the  grievances 
inder  which  they  had  laboured  fo  many 
.ais  would  now  have  an  end.  7 

But 
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But  all  this  was  not  fufficientto  counted 
the  feditious  intrigues  above  related.  And  . 
though  they  could  not  {hake  tne  honour  and 
fidelity  of  the  officers  of  the  troops,  they  had 
an  effedf  upon  the  common  men,  of  whom 
26  deferted  as  foon  as  the  governor  and 
captain- general  quitted  the  banks  of  Rio 
Negro ,  or  Black-river .  Thfefe  fellows  plun¬ 
dered  the  king’s  magazines,  and  carried 
away  not  only  the  military  ftores,  but  alfo  s 
the  provilions  of  every  kind  ;  and  after  j 
lacking  many  private  ftoules,  fled  with  their  ; 
booty  into  the  mifiions  of  the  Jefults  of  his 
Catholic  Majefiy’s  dominions  in  the  pro¬ 
vince  of  Omaguas,  there  they  remained 
when  the  laft  letters  came  from  P ara ,  which 
are  dated  on  the  18th  of  June. 

It  is  no  wonder,  that  his  Portugaefe  ma- 
jefty,  having  authentic  information  of  fuch 
finifter  and  treafonable  practices  of  the  ( 
fejuits 9  ihould  difmifs  thofe  ol  tneir  older 
from  being  confeffors  to  himfelf  and  the  royal , 
family  (which  the  king  of  Spain  did  alio) 
and  order  them  to  quit  the  court,  and  never 
to  appear  there  any  more  :  efpecialiy  as  the;, 
fociety  (who  have  a  grand  college  in  the 
dominions  of  Hanover )  had  employed  one 
Souza ,  to  make  a  difiention  betwixt  the 
court  of  Lifbon ,  and  fome  other  powers ; 
which,  perhaps,  they  hoped  to  effedt  the 
more  eafily,  on  account  ol  a  new  tax  being 
laid  upon  all  foreign  {hips  trading  to

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I  was  fo  fully  convinced  of  the  unwarrant- 
ab.e  proceedings  of  the  Jefuiis,  that  he  fuf- 
pended  them  from  preaching  and  confeffin»; 
and  1  ike  wife  removed  the  youth  from  their 
c  oo  s  01  coLeges,  to  thofe  the  Dominicans 
(otherwise  ca!ledy*«fo«r.  Black  or  Prcachina 
man).  Their  commerce  in  drugs  was  alfo 
prohibited;  a  traffick  by  which  they  ac¬ 
quire  gieat  wealth  and  many  partizans, 

|  as  well  as  by  the  education  of  youth. _ - 

ut  thefe  fathers,  inftead  of  being  reclaimed 
by  thofe  neceflary  and  falutary  meafures, 
orwarded  the  horrid  confpiracy  above  re¬ 
sted  ;  into  which,  by  their  impious  canting, 
they  drew  fome  of  the  nobleft  families  in 
Portugal,  to  their  utter  ruin,  and  the  great 
icandal  of  their  own  order;  of  whofe  founder, 
and  inttitution,the  following  is  a  briefhiftory, 

■ ,  Ignatius  (or  Inigo)  Loyola^  the  father  of 
the  iociety  of  Jefuiis ,  was  the  youngefl  fon 
or  don  Bertram  (Lord  of  Ognez  and  Loyola ) 
py  his  wife  Mttry-Saez  de  Balde ;  and  drew 
ns  nrft  breath,.  A.  D.  1491,  at  the  caflle 
rf  I°y°la  in  Guipufca ,  a  diftridf  of  the  pro- 
(lnce  of  Bifcay ,  in  Spain.  After  he  had 
erved  king  Ferdinand  V .  in  quality  of  page, 
te  got  a  commiffion  in  the  Spanijh  army, 
vhere  he  behaved  on  every  occafion  with 
'»ravery ;  particularly  in  the  defence  of 
ampeluna ,  the  capital  of  Navarre ,  for 
< Varies  V.  Emperor  of  Germany  and’ king 
ISpain^  when  the  French  army,  A.  D.  1521, 
efieged  ^nd  reduced  that  fortrefs  to  the 

obedience 
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obedience  of  its  rightful  fovereign,  FraKsisl, 
king  of  France. 

Ignatius  is  faid  to  have  had  a  romantic 
turn  of  mind,  a  great  fondnefs  for  books 
of  knight-errantry,  and  a  large  fhare^  of 
ambition ;  and  to  have  been  very  conceited 
of  his  per  fori,  much  addicted  to  amorous 
gallantries,  and  inclined  to  enthufiafm,  with¬ 
out  great  ablities,  or  any  learning,  but  barely 
to  read  and  write  Spanifb.  Rut  when  under 
the  furgeons  hands,  at  his  elder  bi other 
Garcias7 s  houfe  of  Loyola  (whither  he  had 
been  fent,,.  by  order  of  the  French  general,- 
for  better  accommodation  during  the  cuie 
of  his  right  les;,  which  had  been  broken  by 
a  cannon-ball  at  the  fiege  of  Pampeluna') .  . 
having,  inftead  of  his  favourite  romances 
of  chivalry,  got  the  lives  of  the  faints  to  read, 
he  was  fo  affe&ed  therewith,  and  fome 
faniced  fupernatural  vifions  (particularly  of 
St,  Peter's  curing  his  wounds)  that  he  be-  1 
came  a  religionifl,  and  took  a  resolution  to 
vifit  the  Holy-land.  However  his  leg  had 
been  fo  unfkilfully  fet  by  the  furgeons,  that 
the  end  of  one  of  the  bones  fluck  out  under 
the  knee,  and  made  an  unhandfome  pro-j 
tuberance  ;  which  Ignatius  with  great  pain 
had  cut  off,  that  his  boot  and  flocking  ^ 
might  fit  genteelly  to  his  leg ;  which  was, 
ever  after  its  being  fet,  fhorter  than  the 
left,  notwithftanding  all  the  torment  he 
bore  in  trying  to  flretch  it  to  its  former 
lengthe  When  Loyolay  could  bear  the  fa- 
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tigue  of  travelling,  he  fet  out  on  horfeback 

Without  acquainting  his  friends  of  his  route’ 

to  the  abbey  of  Benediaine  monks  at  Mm- 
ferrm  in  Catalonia,  On  the  road  thifher 
hearmg  a  Moor  fpeak  difrefpectfully  of  the 
wgin  ifiij  (whofe  champion  he  filled 
himfelf )  he  had  fome  thoughts  of  puttino- 
the  infidel  to  death,  but  not  being  quite

.  a  y  *522,  for  Manrcfa,  where  there 
is  a  convent  of  Dominicans ,  in  which  and 
in  the  neighbourhood  he  occafionaljy  took 
up  h,s  refidence  for  the  fpace  of  above  ten 
months,  during  which  time,  he  is  faid,  in 
one  of  his  religious  difofders,  to  have  failed 
ieven  days,  and  in  his  fits  of  Entbufiafm  to 
have  fancied,  that  he  had  fupernatural 
vifionsj  which,  he  faid,  he  likewife  had 
at.feveral  other  places ;  and  frequently  fpoke 
of  them  as  manifeftations  of  God’s  favour 
to  him.  In  the  month  of  February ,  1 
he  fet  out  for  Barcelona  (the  metropolis  of 
Catatonia)  where  he  embarked  for  Gaeta  in 
the  kingdom  of  Naples ;  and  arrived  at  that 
pity  in  five  days.  From  Gaeta  he  walked

On  the  21th  of  July, he  embarked  there  for

Jcrnatius  then  went  to  the  umverfity  of 

Salamanca  in  Leon,  another  province  ot 

Spain ;  where  his  irregular  preaching,  a 

profefiion  of  more  than  ordinary  piety  and 

devotion,  and  a  jealoufy  of  his  introducing 

innovations  and  dangerous  practices,  made 

him  be  taken  into  cuftody  by  the  Inquifiticn. 

Having  got  clear  of  that  court,  he  fet 

out  on  foot  in  the  midft  of  winter  for 

Paris ,  (where  he  knew  the  lnquifition  could 

•  not  touch  him)  and  arrived  there  in  the 

beginning  of  February,  1528-  He  (pent  two 

years  more  in  attaining  a  further  knowlege

Treat  oppofition  :  but  the  Roman  pontiffs s 
power  at  that  time  being  much  reduced  by 
feveral  princes  and  ftates  difowmng  his 
fupremacy,  pope  Paul  III.  eftabl.Ihed  their 
order,  under  their  former  aflumed  title  of 
the  Society  of  Jefus,  by  a  bull  dated  the 
27th  of  September,  1540;  upon  their  adding 
to  the  three  ordinary  vows  of  fovesty, 
chaftity,  and  obedience,  a  fourth  of  going  upon 
any  miffton,  whitherfoever  the  pope  fhould 
command,  to  reconcile  to  the  church  of 
Rome,  thofe  Chriftians  who  differed  from 
ftT and  to  convert  Pagans  and  other 
Infidels  to  the  obedience  of  the  fee  of 
Rome.  Ignatius  was  appointed  general 1  ’ 

the  order]  whofe  office  is  for  life.  Cardi¬ 
nal  Cajetan,  general  of  the  Theatms,  ha  | 
folicited  him  very  much  to 1  enter  into  th.  t 
poor  order :  but  in  vain,  for  nothin  1  .

Ignatius  Loyola  died  sstRcme,on  the  31  y. 
of‘/«/y,  1556,  in  the  65th  year  of  his  age,  and 
into  1 6  th  of  his  generalfhip.  His  body  was

firft  buned  in  th ejefuits  little  church  at  rW 
dedicated  to  the  virgin  Alary:  but  when  their 
magnificent  church  in  that  city  was  finished, 
hiscorpfe  was,A.D.  1587, removed  thither  • 
and  afterwards,  in  1637,  depofrted  in  a 
iilver  forme  under  the  altar  of  the  chapel, 
which  bears  his  name  in  that  church  • 
fifteen  years  after  he  had  been,  by  pone 
Gregory  XV.  canonized  as  a  faint,  for  whofe 
previous  beatification,  in  1609,  by  pope 
Paul  V.  the  Jefuits  had  not  been  negligent 
in  procuring  vouchers  of  miracles  bei no- 
wrought  by  his  relicks.  “ 

Such  was  the  founder  of  the  Society  of- 
Mints,  which  has  produced  many  divines, 
not  only  eminent  and  great  improvers  of 
every  branch  of  literature,  but  worthy  of 
imitation  in  the  fanftity  of  their  lives  : 
though  it  ffluft  at  the  fame  time  beacknow- 
Jeged ,  that  it  has  alfo  produced  feyerai 
members,  who  by  their  intrigues  and  plots 
have  done  much  mifchief,  both  in  church 
and  irate,  in  every  country  were  they  have 
got  footing.  et  fuch  is  the  power  and 
addrefs  of  the  fociety,  that  they  have 
hitherto  maintained  their  intereft  5  al¬ 
though  divers  of  them  have  manifefted  by 
their  writings  and  a&ions,  that  they  hold 
the  murder  or  dethroning  of  kings  of  little 
account,  when  any  of  them  can  ferve  theix 
turn. 
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
